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BRAZIL’s magical 
free-flowing soccer, 
which has captivated 
the world for the 
past 30 years, may 
be a thing of the 
past, according to 
Socrates, one of the 
greatest players ever 
to wear Brazil's yel- 
low shirt. 

“Many of our best 
players are now with 
European clubs and this 
is influencing the way 
the national team is 
playing,” said Socrates, 
who himself spent two 
seasons with Fiorentina 
in Italy in the early 
eighties.

Those who believe 
that soccer can be mar- 
keted in Australia as in 
Europe and South 
America will be by and 
large proved wrong. 
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and other schedules of 
games if the need arose, 
as well it may. 


Dead losses 


At present too much 
money goes into air 
fares, not enough is 
drawn at the gate, and a 
paltry amount goes into 
Promotion of the 
matches. 

Some ABC-TV rat- 
ings have reached fives 
and even sevens — ex- 
cellent in terms of 
Promotion of the code 
and well ahead of ex- 
pectations. 

Australian club soc- 
cer has now reached the 
second rung of the 
ladder. 

But fans remain be- 
widered by the lack of 
information of the kick- 
off times. 

And it is up to the 
NSL to find a way to 
bring a steady supply of 
Sunday games to 
Sydney. 

Games which in the 
Past have drawn their 
10-12,000 fans are lan- 
guishing at about 3,500. 

These are bread and 
butter issues, and it is 
essential that Dr Brad- 
ley gives them every 
attention. 

This can be at the di- 
rection of the ASF and/ 
or NSL, or apart from 
that surely his terms of 
reference are wide 
enough to enable him to 
cover matters that are 
revealed along the way. 

In Australia today 
there remain soccer 
leaders whose minds 
slip too easily into the 
groove of postwar 
migration — days that 
have long since gone for 
ever. 

This is a new era. The 
offspring of those 
pioneers play the wide 
range of games that are 
available in Australia 
and the narrow band of 
sports is gone. 

Sure, young Austra- 
lians can learn from the 
gymnasts of Europe.

dated people in the 
game waste their 
breaths in decrying 
cricket whilst praising 
soccer and tennis. 

The die has been cast 
however, and young 
and older people from 
European backgrounds 


are cricket players and 
fans in Australia and 
will remain so. 

Let soccer succeed as 
an all year round game, 
but putting heads in the 
sand will achieve little if 
anything at all. 

Dr Bradley has the 
enormous but extremely 
important task of blend- 
ing the old with the 
new. 

He has to gently dis- 
card the matters which 
have been caught up in 
the dross of time, and 
encourage those who 
will turn our sport into 
an Australian game of 
the future. 

Two cxamples come 
to mind at different 
levels of the game, and 
both involve Victoria.

If the answer is a 
lemon, then soccer in- 
Victoria has no future 
and some sort of NSL 
divisions or State Super 
League are the only 
answers. 

The second is in 
junior and school ranks. 

Dr Bradley has had 
soccer connections in 
the Ku-ring-gai district 
where, incidentally, 
some local officials have 
continued to thwart the 
senior semi-professional 
ambitions of their own 
North Shore club, which 
exists to give expression 
to the talents of their 
own products! 

We can tell the good

Tough build-up 
schedule for US 


THE United States, 
gearing for their first 
World Cup in 40 
years, will play host 
to World Cup teams 
from Colombia, Cos- 
ta Rica, the Soviet 
Union and Uruguay 
this year in prepara- 
tion for the 1990 
finals. 

The games will be 
part of the four-city 
Marlboro Cup series 
and will also include the 
national team of Mexico 
and the Mexican club 
team Chivas of Guada- 
lajara. 

The series is sche- 
duled for Miami (Febru- 
ary 2-4), Los Angeles 
(February 20-22), Chica- 
go (May) and East 
Rutherford, New Jersey 
(August). Two double- 
headers will be played 
at each site. 

The World Cup runs 
June 8-July 8, with the 
United States grouped 
with Italy, Austria and 
Czechoslovakia. 

This edition of the 
Marlboro Cup. initially 
called for the United 
States to play Italy but 
that plan was aban- 
doned after the two 
countries were placed in 
the same World Cup 
group. 

Clive Toye, chairman 
of the Mundial Sports 
group, promoters of the 
Marlboro Cup, said a 
replacement side would 
soon be announced. 

Toye also serves as 
chairman of the Amer- 
ican Soccer League and 
is the President of the 
ASL’s New Jersey 
Eagles.

He said the ASL and 
the Western Soccer 
League, the country’s 
two primary outdoor 
leagues, will merge in 
“a couple of weeks.”
